1. Re IC Staff move--

2. Re implementation of E.0. 11905 into Agency 
regulations and procedures-- 

The Director has approved the necessary regulations 
implementing 11905 and specifying the appropriate missions and 
responsibilities of the Agency organizational components. 
Specifically, the following actions have been approved. 

A A revision to the regulation reciting the mission 
and responsibilities of the Central Intelligence Agency to 
incorporate those provisions of the Executive Order tha 
further amplify the duties and responsibilities o± cla.

E. A revision to the Agency regulation relating to 
the Office of General Counsel to incorporate the 
reporting responsibilities and additional authorities 
assigned by the Executive Order to General Counsels in 
the Intelligence Community. 

F. A proposed Headquarters notice to inform Agency 
employees of the reporting requirements and increased 
responsibilities and authorities of the Office of 
General Counsel by reason of the Executive Order. 

G. A memorandum for distribution to all employees 
relating to the establishment and responsibilities of 
the Intelligence Oversight Board. 

H. A Headquarters notice to inform employees of 
Executive Order provisions relating to unauthorized 
disclosures or the threat of unauthorized disclosures 
of intelligence sources and methods and the procedures 
for reporting such disclosures. 

I. A revision to the Headquarters regulation on 
detailed personnel to exclude from the category of 
detail ees those assigned to other government agencies 
for cover purposes only. 

J. A Headquarters regulation that incorporates the 
restrictions on intelligence activities recited in the 
Executive Order (including certain of the clarifying 
annotations issued by the White House) ; the procedures 
issued by the Attorney General relating to electronic 
surveillance, unconsented physical searches, and counter- 
intelligence activities of the CIA; and those portions of 
the existing CIA regulation implementing the provisions 
of the Rockefeller Commission report that were endorsed 
by the President, as well as other restrictions on CIA 
activities imposed by the DCI during the period August 
1973 through June 1974. In addition, DCI policies 
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concerning CIA's relationship with correspondents 
and representatives of the public media and 
clergymen and missionaries have been codified in the 
last two paragraphs of this regulation. Certain 
provisions of the existing regulation based on the 
Rockefeller Commission report were replaced by pro- 
visions of the Executive Order treating with the 
same subject. Provisions of the existing regulation 
not treated by the Executive Order have been retained. 

The above documents are presently in the hands of printers and 
will be published next week for Agency-wide distribution. 

3. Re secrecy agreements- - 

The USIB Security Committee has encountered difficulty 
in attempting to coordinate a single secrecy document which will 
cover sources and methods as well as classification. DIA and the 
three services insist on consolidating sources and methods as 
classified information. Future meetings are planned in an effort 
to resolve our differences.

Moni tor Passage of Sources and Methods Bi 1 1 

. +u 19 Feb ^ary 1976 the President sent 
to the Congress proposed legislation to pro- 
tect intelligence sources and methods. Rep- 
resentative McClory (R. 111 .) immediately 
introduced this bill as H.R. 12006. To date, 
companion legislation has not been introduced 
25 Subsequent to the introduction 

f the bill by Rep. McClory, the Attorney 
General s office advised the CIA that it had 
some reservations concerning parts of the bill 
we are in the process of discussing these 
reservations with the Department of Justice. 
(No changes from 25 March report.) 

Other legislation relating to intel- 
ligence sources and methods has been intro- 
duced in Congress: 

L . n Con 9 ressman Michel has introduced 

H.R. 11365, a bill which would make it a 
crime fora person under certain circum- 
stances to willfully identify undercover 
intelligence personnel. This measure, which 
has over. 50 co-sponsors, is pending before 
the House Judiciary Committee but is not 
active. 


Senator Beall has introduced a com- 
panion bill in the Senate, S.3242, which was 
referred to the Senate Judiciary Committee.

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A similar, though more narrow, bill had 
been previously introduced by Senator. 

Bentsen and referred to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. This bill, S.2927, 
would impose criminal sanctions only on 
Government employees who expose undercover 
intelligence personnel. 

12. Implement IOB Reporting 

The DCI has approved a proposal for ^ 

an Intelligence Community Inspectors-General 
Committee to coordinate reporting to the 
IOB and to fulfill his responsibilities under 
E.O. Paras 3(d)(l)(vi) and (ix). Dr. Chamber- 
lain, CIA IG, has been asked to form this 
Committee and serve as Acting Chairman. 

The IOB has asked for a written des- 
cription of the operations of CIA's IG and 
General Counsel. The response, due by 
23 April, is being prepared. 

CIA is prepared to submit its quarterly 
report for January-March if it is requested.

1. Re ICS move, we are pressing forward with A$E plans which 
will be implemented as soon as the bui lding comes under ou r control. 

In view of an implementing riff in the there is STAT 

much reticence on their part to move people oetore June. We have 
rejected their plea and still have pressure on GSA to proceed with 
the move as soon as possible. We have formed task teams to commence 
the necessary support actions relative to the move, i.e., Commo for 
phones, secure voice, and LDX; Logistics for renovations, furniture, 
etc. From first blush estimates presently in hand, we estimate 
slightly over a million dollars to complete the move. A Security 
task force has surveyed the building and has suggested alarm system 
replacement for glass doors as well as the external fire escape. 

2. Re secrecy agreements, appropriate Agency personages met 
with Mason Cargill from John Marsh's staff regarding the considera- 
tion of a separate secrecy agreement to be signed by all intell 
officers regarding sources and methods protection in addition to the 
normal classification agreement we all have signed in the past. 
Department of Justice has concluded that a separate agreement is not 

STATINTlnecessary. To that end, we have t he I kro up reviewing the list 

STATINTIpf sources and methods compiled by I I OGC, see ^ ® ac ^ 

sources and methods example can be classified in itself. If the 
answer to that is affirmative, then we have no problem. However, if 
there are significant sources and methods that on their own merits 
should not be classified, then we may have the problem of a second 
agreement. That determination is underway now. We hope to have a 
resolution in a week or so. 

3. Re rewrite of internal directives for consistency with 
Executive Order 11905, final draft has been prepared and has been 
submitted to the Agency principals for final coordination. Should 
be ready for publication in a two-week time period.
